Kinoshita discloses the dispersions of the instant claims at column 2, lines 25-60, of which 
lines 39-41 fall within the scope of the instant claim 4, 45-57 falls within the scope of the instant 
claims 5, 6 which encompasses 0% based on the definition of "up to", and 7-9, lines 58-60 
which encompasses the instantly claimed amounts of polycarbonate, 61-62 which falls within the 
scope of the instant claim 10; column 3, lines 1-39 of which 1-10 falls within the scope of A, 13, 
trimethylolpropane falls within the scope of G, 1 1-19 falls within the scope of C, E, or H, 22, 
water is monofunctional in its reactivity with NCO and therefore reads on G, 20-24, 25-39 which 
reads on D. By definition of average molecular weight, the polymeric polyols will have 
molecules that read on C and E and H; and column 7, lines 20-67.

scope of the instant claim 10; column 3, lines 1-39 of which 1-10 falls within the scope of A, 13, 
trimethylolpropane falls within the scope of G, 1 1-19 falls within the scope of C, E, or H, 22, 
water is monofunctional in its reactivity with NCO and therefore reads on G, 20-24, 25-39 which 
reads on D. By definition of average molecular weight, the polymeric polyols will have 
molecules that read on C and E and H; and column 7, lines 20-67. 

It would have at least been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
instant invention to use the instantly claimed combinations of ingredients because they are 
encompassed by Kinoshita and would have been expected to give the properties of the coatings 
of Kinoshita.
